To  the  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 
Swale  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

The  health  of  the  district  continues  in  its  satisfactory  state,  as 
will  be  seen  from  the  Tables  of  statistics  in  the  report. 

Infectious  disease  presented  no  special  problems.  Measles  is  the 
main  infectious  disease  reported  and  continues  to  show  a  variation  in  numbers 
from  year  to  year,  as  can  be  expected.  More  children  are  being  immunised 
against  this  disease,  and  it  can  be  expected  that  the  numbers  will  lessen  in 
years  to  come. 

No  serious  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred.  Prepacking  of  foodstuffs 
helps  to  reduce  cqritamination  by  dust  and  flies,  but  there  tis  still  room  for 
considerable  improvement  in  retail  shops  for  protecting  uncovered  food  exposed 
for  sale.  In  warm  weather  bacteria  multiply  very  rapidly  in  certain  foods, 
after  being  contaminated  by  flies.  Many  shops  keep  such  foodstuffs  in  cooled 
covered  containers,  but  unfortunately  many  do  not. 

One  of  the  penalties  of  progress  in  industrial  development  is  an  increase 
in  the  amount  of  noise  which  the  community  has  to  face.  Growing  public  concern 
resulted  in  the  passing  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  in  I960.  Various  Committees 
have  also  studied  the  problem  of  noise  in  relation  to  aircraft  and  Industry. 

It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  effects  of  noise  on  the  health  of  the  individual 
as  a  noise  which  is  intolerable  to  one  person  may  be  acceptable  -y  another. 

When  noise  results  in  prolonged  loss  of  sleep,  their  health  can  be  affected. 

If  one  defines  health  as  a  sense  of  "well-being"  mentally  and  physically  and 
not  merely  a  freedom  from  disease  then  noise  detracts  from  people's  well-being 
and  in  that  sense  health  can  be  affected. 
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When  complaints  are  made  by  the  Deuartment,  the  operators  are  usually 
willing  to  co-operate  to  reduce  the  noise  as  far  as  is  practicable,  but  it 
is  very  difficult  to  eliminate  the  noise  completely. 

Domestic  noise  can  be  a  nuisance  to  occupants  of  neighbouring  houses, 
such  as  a  high  pitched  whine  from  spin  driers,  loud  radios  and  barking  dogs. 
Willing  co-operation  on  everyone's  part  can  do  a  great  deal  to  reduce  the 
problem  of  noise. 

Environmental  pollution  is  receiving  considerable  attention  today. 

Smoke  pollution  is  not  a  serious  problem  in  the  district.  Some  industries 
tend  to  produce  dust  and  unpleasant  fumes;  the  nuisance  being  largely  dependent 
on  the  direction  of  the  wind  and  careful  supervision  is  required  to  ensure  that 
no  toxic  fumes  are  released  into  the  atmosphere. 

The  demand  for  water  can  be  expected  to  increase  considerably  in  the 
future  and  it  is  essential  that  the  pollution  of  waterways  be  kept  to  a 
minimum. 

The  River  Authorities  set  standards  for  the  effluent  discharged  into 
waterways.  Animal  and  plant  life  in  water  will  be  seriously  affected  if 
effluents  remove  oxygen  from  waterways.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  form 
of  pollution  will  be  very  much  reduced  in  the  future  so  that  our  rivers 
become  once  again  clean  and  wholesome.

1 .  CLIMATOLOGY

4.  NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES 


The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1972  was  8,224  as  comnsred 
with  8,109  at  the  end  of  1971  -  an  increase  of  1 1 5 . 
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There  were  42  houses  built  by  the  Council  and  331  constructed  privately 
(total  373)  -  an  increase  of  97  on  last  year's  total  of  276.

TUBERCULOSIS 


Three  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  case  of  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1972.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1 .  Water  Supply 


The  district  is  well  served  by  water  mains  and  only  9  houses  have  no  main 
supply. 

The  Medway  Water  Board  are  responsible  for  supplies  in  the  parishes  of 
Bobbing,  Iwade,  Hartlip,  Lower  Halstow,  .Newington  and  Upchurch  and  the  remaining 
parishes  are  served  by  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Company. 


During  the  year  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  extended  mains  by  683  yards 
to  serve  a  new  housing  estate  in  Teynham  and  the  Medway  Water  Board  extended 
their  mains  by  2,367  yards  to  serve  various  new  housing  developments. 


One  'hundred  and  thirty-nine  samples  of  treated  water  were' submitted  to 
bacteriological  examination  and  nine  samples  were  submitted  to  chemical  examination. 
All  of  these  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


2.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


Hartlip  This  scheme  (including  improvements  to  Lower  Halstow  Treatment 
Works)  was  eighty  per  cent  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  -  245  properties 
of  the  total  of  275  being  connected. 


3.  Public  Cleansing 


Refuse  Collection  -  Newnham  tip  was  provided  with  new  fencing  and  an  improved 
access  during  the  year. 


Cesspool  Emptying  -  A  considerable  amount  of  overtime  has  to  be  worked  to 
meet  with  the  demands  made  upon  this  service. 


In  general,  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  operating  these  services 
due  to  a  shortage  of  heavy  goods  vehicle  drivers.

4 .  Public  Conveniences 


Three  of  the  parishes  in  the  district  have  this  amenity  -  Newington,  Doddingto 
and  Lynsted.  At  Newington  the  building  was  erected  by  the  Council.  At  Doddington 
and  Lynsted  suitable  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Council  with  the  owners  and 
tenants  of  the  public  houses  "The  Chequers"  and  "The  Swan"  for  the  use  of 
sanitary  accommodation  at  these  houses  by  the  public.

SECTION  VII 


HOUSING 


Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses 


This  year  29  houses  were  demolished  compared  with  8  -demolished 
during  1971.  No  houses  were  closed*.  A  total  of  12  people  in  5  families 
were  displaced  and  re-housed  by  the  Council. 


Improvement  Grants 


This  work  is  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  continues 
to  make  a  very  valuable  contribution  to  the  improvement  of  the  standard 
of  housing  in  the  district. 


Discretionary  Grants 


A  total  of  115  applications  covering  134  dwellings  of  which  72  were 
tenanted  and  62  were  owner/occupied  were  received  during  the  year.  The  total 
expenditure  was  £237,786  and  grants  of  £88,035  were  approved.  Maximum  grants 
of  £1,000  were  given  on  17  tenanted  and  12  owner/occupied  dwellings. 


The  number  of  dwellings  for  which  grants  were  approved  increased  by  almost 
100  %  on  the  previous  year. 


Standard  Grants 


A  total  of  28  grants  amounting  to  £6,920  were  approved  during  the  year. 
Only  4  of  the  properties  involved  were  tenanted. 


Qualification  Certificates 


A  total  of  17  applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  were  received  and 
15  were  granted  and  2  refused  by  the  end  of  the  year,  3  of  the  Certificates 
granted  were  in  connection  with  applications  made  in  1  97 1 "  . 


Only  2  applications  for  Certificates  of  Provisional  Approval  were  received 
during  1972  and  these  were  granted.  In  addition  3  Certificates  were  issued  in 
connection  with  applications  fromhthe  previous  year.
